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1. 13 The amendment filed on 30 June 2005 under 37 CFR 1.312 has been considered, and has been: 

a) □ entered.

Claims 18-21 were proposed as added to claims allowed on 6/16/05. Applicants state that the claims are substantially equal 
to original claims 14-1 7 which were canceled inadvertantly. Claims 14-1 7 were originally withdrawn due to an restriction 
requirement. Applicants believe that the claims should be rejoined. Upon review of the claims, claim 1 has been amended in 
such a way as to no longer be generic and therefore, no generic claim has been allowed. As a result, Entry is denied. 
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
